Conflict of Testimony 


The initial San Francisco Police Commission hearing on 
Officer Linsay Crenshaw, (Oct. 8th) of Police Community 
Relations has produced some conflicts in the testimony of 
the first two witnesses, 

The two young men, residents of the East Bay, admit 
to being involved in the shot gun shooting at Officer Crenshaw 
while he was driving his car onthe Nimitz Freeway in Oakland 
early in October, but neither men have been arrested and 
charged with any crime or were their firearms ever in~- 
spected_bv the Oakland Police according to their further 
testimony, The owner of the shot gun which managed to hit 
the car, Crenshaw was not hurt, is still in possession of 
its owner, having been since cleaned, he testified, 

Although both men seem to agree in their testimony 
concerning the shooting, they allegedly have some areas of

only reply was that Oakland Police themselves are in the 
habit of taking pictures of many people without asked their 
permission, while not in custody.

Cutbacks in the Community Action Programs made by 


~ the last congress have resulted in serious problems and 


dilemmas to be faced before the first of the year by San 
Francisco’s poor. 


Local Bayview-Hunters Point program monies will be 
allegedly about one-third of the original commitments, Theré 
‘appears to be no one ready solution in sight. Nor, as yet, 
a chance that such money will be restored. 


For some time now it has been known that Washington 
is more interested in so-called packaged or ‘*canned’’ pro- 
grams, such as the Head Start or Neighborhood Youth Corps, 
rather than the ‘local control’? Community Action type pro- 
grams, 


Other sources substantiate the fact that cutbacks were 
“tnecessary’’ for the continued ‘‘escalation’”’ of the Viet Nam 
war along with the nationwide conservative trends (ie. the 
elections, etc.). It is also known that all of Anti-Poverty 
programs, the Community Action programs have been in- 
volved in the most controversy. Such as the envy of city 
politicians because of the local poor having or demanding 
control of programs affecting them, And the very knowledge 
of poor organizing themselves seems to be ‘just too much’’ 
for even white liberals who are schooled along more pat- 
-ernal lines of thought. 


LOCAL CONSTERNATION 


: Already it can be seen that those now participating and 
concerned with anti-poverty matters are not taking the cut- 
‘backs lying down, At one recent hastily called meeting two 
or three definite courses of action were talked about with 
further mass meetings in the offering, One tatic suggested 
is to lobby to Washington, either directly to congress or to 
other governmental departments for replacement of those 
cutoff funds, But the most interesting point was made that 
since actual fighting of the so-called War On Poverty 
has only just ‘‘barely begun’’ and that ‘‘none of us really 
do believe we are yet doing the job-that needs to be done,’’ 
therefore the most sincere thing to do would be to refuse 
all funds, That is, ‘‘not live with and for a lie!’ But stop 
all programs immediately, since to continue and accept such 
‘a cutback would be doing less than nothing arid also follow- 
ing in the ‘‘footsteps of the establishments unsuccessful social 
programs,’’ Very few persons have voiced support for accept- 
‘ing the present cutbacks and thereby attempting to adjust 
jto ‘half-hearted programs and many persons put out of

Washington—The U.S, Supreme Court vindicated three time 
elected Assemblyman Julian Bond in his constitutional fight 
to be seated in the Georgia Legislature. Bond, a Negro civil 
rights worker and official of SNCC has been barred from his 
elected seat in the Georgia House because he supported a 
statement describing U.S. policy in Vietnam as aggression. 
He has also been critical of the draft. 

In other moves, the High Court agreed to review the 
California State Supreme Court decision invalidating Proposi- 
tion 14 (anti-fair housing amendment), 


San Francisco—in a claim filed by Melvin Belli, police officer 
Alvin Johnson is charged with ‘‘wantonly and willfully’? 
killing Matthew Johnson, of the Hunters Point area, “without 
justification while acting as an agent of The City.’’ The 
claim is filed on behalf of the parents and any other heir. 


London—Prime Minister Harold Wilson, commenting on the 
Rhodesian rejection of British terms to end their independence 
crisis and segregationist policies, warned that both UN 
censure and ‘‘positive’ action must be now taken to prevent! 
another ‘‘South African situation.’”? He also hinted at the 
possibility of war. 


Las Vegas—Jerome Cavanagh, president of the National 
League of Cities criticized slashes in the war on poverty 
budget due to new expenses in Vietnam. He said that ‘‘guer- 
rilla warfare in our city streets’ is taking second place to 
guerrilla warfare in Vietnam. 


San Francisco—Elmer Staats of the General Accounting. 
Office, Washington, D.C., charged that the SF Housing Author- 
ity is ‘‘wasting some $460,000 a year by hiring skilled labor 
for jobs that can be done by general maintenance workers.”’ 
This investigation has followed closely on the heels of demands 
made by SF tenant groups. 


San Francisco—Mort Sahl, the intellectual comedian views 
the Negro drive to gain economic equality; he says, “It’s a 
sell out.’ 


Washington—Not only are the courts after Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell, but now the House of Representa- 
tives is after him too. A certain Congressman from Southern 
California is asking the House not to seat the Congressman 
who he claims is a fugitive from justice, because he has 
failed to surrender to serve a jail sentence handed down by 
a New York Court. What is Powell’s response? He just says, 
“They’ve been trying to put me in jail for 38 years.” 


Watts—Reports show that many Negroes are leaving the 
Watts area, and heading for the country. Petris- Valley, 
a small rural-like suburb on the outskirts of L.A, has become 
the refuge for Negroes who feel that the city is too dangerous 
for their children. 


San Francisco—Northern Californians prominent in civil 
rights are now petitioning Congressmen to halt a proposed 
investigation by the House Un-American Activities Committee 
seeking to investigate so-called ‘“‘racial disorders.’’ Local, 
members: of the group include: Percy Moore, of the Council 
for Civic Unity, Mike Miller, of SNCC and Will Ussery, 
of CORE, They claim that such an investigation would be 
“rigged” and the only purpose would be to “feed the white 
backlash.’’ 


Washington—The Defense Department now admits to selling 
“thousands of rounds of ammunition’? to right-wing ex- 
tremists Minutemen. The report discloses that the extremists 
are able to purchase ammunition through membership in the 
National Rifle Association. An organization long opposed to 
long pending and proposed laws to deal with the control of 
firearms. 


Washington—Sen, Robert Kennedy of New York joined with 


civil rights leaders, A, Philip Randolph and Bayard Rustin 


in warning of ‘‘an explosion among Negro youth if Johnson 
decides to finance the war in Vietnam at the expense of the 
War on Poverty.” He further said that the plight of cities 
is such that there is little public understanding that the

New York—Banks that are involved in the segregated economy 
of South Africa have lost through boycott over $23 millions 
according to a spokesman for the Committee of Conscience 
Against Apartheid. And further word is that more with- 
drawals are in sight against those banks doing business with 
the white supremist nation. 


New York—Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. suggested that a 
$4000 annual guaranteed income be established as the 
“only answer to the problems of poverty.’ ‘“‘The simplest 
approach will prove to be the best and most revolutionary-- 
the solution to poverty is to abolish it directly by a now 
rather widely discussed measure--the guaranteed annual 
income,” he added.

Hotel Boycott 


The AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE announced Monday, 
November 28th, a boycott of San Francisco’s Hotel Industry. 
“Over six million dollars a year are spentby Afro-Americans 
in the city’s hotel industry,’’ said Robert Lewis, President 
of the AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE, ‘‘and we intend to 
marshall every dime of that money out of the hotel industry 
and into our own community. Beginning today, we urge all 
Afro-American groups and individuals to stay out of the 
hotels, to cancel all engagements and reservations. We urge 
Afro-Americans to hold affairs and meetings in community- 
based organizations, like the Bayview Community Center, 
which has space for rent and in need of money.”’ The boycott 
action will remain in effect until the 1966 Civil Rights 
Memorandum of Understanding is re-enforced. 

The AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE considers the boycott 
as an extension of its economic program, which urges 
Afro-Americans to spend their money where it will serve 
the community best. If that means pooling money, then it 
should be pooled. If it means withdrawing money, then that 
money, as in this case, should be withdrawn. 

The Board of Directors of the AFRO-AMERICAN INSTI- 
TUTE emphasized that since the Memorandum of Under- 
standing only stated that minority people should be employed 
in SOME jobs, it considers the present activity surrounding 
the Memorandum as efforts by labor and management to 
place whites in ALL the jobs. The jobsof all Afro-Americans 
in San Francisco are threatened by this action on the part 
of ORGANIZED LABOR and ORGANIZED MANAGEMENT. 

“This only indicates that we must rely on ourselves 
for economic power,’ Robert Lewis stated. “It indicates 
that in order to survive, in order fo live, black people must 
organize. We must begin to pool our money, build our own 
businesses, and support the efforts of all Afro-American 
businesses.” 

The AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE stated that ‘‘in 1957 
our organizations spent $660,000 on dances alone in San 
Francisco.” This indicates our potential economic power. 
And the AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE, as a broad cross- 
section of organization, businesses, and private citizens 
intends to see to it that this potential becomes a fact of 
power, Power to insure Afro-Americans of jobs, decent 
housing, and influence in politics.

Speaking Out 


The following is an article about an individual who 
has lived and worked in-the hunters Point-Bayview Com- 
munity for over ten (10) years; 

‘Danny’? Dangerfield, as he is known throughout the 
Hunters Point Bayview Area and San Francisco alike, is 
originally a native of El Dorado, Arkansas, He came from 
a family of six (6), His father died when most of the chil- 
dren were at an early age, thus causing them to have to 
make it on their own, 

Shortly following the death of his father, Danny later 
joined the Navy. Upon completing four (4) years in the U.S, 
Navy he later moved to Detroit, Michigan where he grew up, 

After residing in Detroit for some time he then decided 
to move to San Francisco in 1959, A few years later in 1963 
he moved to the Hunters Point Area and has lived there 
since that time. From the time Danny moved to Hunters 
Point, he has been doing voluntary work in the Community, 

Danny and his wife Velma reside at 780 Kirkwood 
street with their four lovely children, Danny 8, David 6, 
Gilda 5 and Renee 3, 


Presc....,, Danny is employed by the Hunters Point 
E,.0.C, Area Office as Assistant Center Manager of Dis- 
trict Office #2 at 369 Northridge Road. 


Danny states that many of the things brought out in 
the article are things that the Hunters Point Bayview Public 
should be aware of. He further added, «I want the people 
of Hunters Point to know how I feel about the community and 
toward it,”’ 


No planned society has ever given or intended to give 
its masses anywhere near the standard of living that every 
citizen is entitled to on a competitive basis, 


‘Sure we can wait, as we already have for hundreds of 
years for the establishment to change.’’ But just viewing 
the recent elections throughout the entire nation (especially 
California) one would begin to think, ‘‘this just isn’t so,’ 


Recently congress voted to raise the minimum wage 
law from $1.25 an hour to $1,40-~and to $1.60 an hour by 
1968. To begin with, the average wage earner today gets 
about twice $1.40 an hour, which means that the bill doesn’t 
affect him in anyway. 


Is it hard to see how such a bill affects our community? 
Yes there is, When I sat on the Youth Opportunity Council 
(Y.0.C,) Executive Board, I was able to examine the programs 
that came into this area for our young people, And let me 
tell you, if you expect our young people to coiitinue to go out 
and pick up trash, wash windows and clean house for $1,25 
an hour, you have another think coming, 


Such a bill as compared to the old bill, only affects 
the unskilled and the unemployed; and this is how it affects 
me as a Community Worker, 

**T have obligated and dedicated myself as a Community 
Worker to work for the betterment of every person in the 
community,” 


‘¢As a black man living in a black delapadated housing 
project, surrounded by my black underprivileged brothers 
and sisters, I am convinced that my first obligations are 
-to my black sisters and brothers,” 


‘One of the things that greatly disturb me is that we 
as black people do not wish tobe identified with our problems 
.aS black people, We must come to understand the problems 
that we face today in this Society, and we must exert all of 
our efforts in the direction of solving our own problems,’ 

It is very important that every person that resides in 
this community become involved in all projects that are de-~ 
signed to shape their destiny. ‘In order to obtain this and all 
of the things that have been denied the black community for 
so many years, we must unite and learn to trust one another, 
and this means coming to meetings to find out what is going 
pn and learning to speak for yourself instead of letting some- 
one else do what you should be doing for yourself,’ 


“SHAZAM--~in unity there is strength, We must become 
more familiar with politics and the way that it functions, 
and we must use our political strenth the same way that 
others are using theirs,”’ 

‘We must take an active part in the mainstream of 
life for the price of freedom is very high and every avenue 
must be explored to the fullest, No longer can we afford 
the representation of the select few, the price is much too 
high,” 


“One of the things that impresses me most in the 
Hunters» Point-Bayview Area is the togetherness of the 
recent disturbance in Hunters Point. Our young people 

_ did what no one else in the entire city could do, By risking 
their lives, they and them alone prevented what could have 
been a major catastrophy. 


‘‘We older adults must learn to shoulder this same 
kind of responsibility if we wish to gain the respect of our 
younger people, without regard to our own personal gaims,’?

The testing was primarily centered around the indi- 


‘vidual’s aptitude and learning ability. According to Nye, 


individuals will be chosen by classification, taking under 
consideration their education, work experience, test scores 
and personal impressions, Nye also stated that in inter- 
viewing the applicants, emphasis is put on the whole per~ 
son rather than on the test scores, As he said, by looking 
at the person as a whole, certain things can be gotten’ 
that could not otherwise be shown on the test, 


Nye stated that the response was slow at the begin~ 
ning of the interviewing due to the lack of knowledge of 
the recruiting efforts, But after the interview was schede 
uled, the response more than doubled,

is spearheaded by the San Francisco Urban League, Ron 
Brown, also employed by the Urban League and ‘Job 
developer in the Hunters Point Bayview Area is working 
along with Nye during the interviewing and testing ses-

What Kind of 


Man is He?

Last week a Hunters Point resident told me that he 
doesn’t trust William Kellar. Another long-term resident 
said, “‘I’m scared of William Kellar. I don’t know who he is 
and I don’t trust him.’”? At the same time another resident 
said, ‘I don’t care who he is, he works for the Redevelop- 
ment Agency and the Redevelopment Agency means no one 
any good, especially Negroes.’ . 

What kind of man is William Kellar or William Kellum, 
as he is sometimes familiarly. called? William Kellar is 
the Hunters Point Urban Renewal Project Director of the 
San Francisco Redevelopment Agency. He’s Justin Herman’s 
employee and--he’s a Negro; i.e., a member of the black 
race of mankind (Webster’s Third New International 
Dictionary). 

But, what kind of man is William Kellar? What is his 
relationship to the people of Hunter’s Point? What is the 
relationship of the people of Hunters Point to him? What 
do the people know about him? What does he know about the 
people? What does he know about the overall problems and 
needs of the people of Hunters Point? What will he do about 
the suffering, the hunger, the unemployment, the disunity, 
and the fighting among Negroes in Hunters Point? Finally, 
and most important, what does he care about the poor people 
of Hunters Point? Does he care enough to let them stay in 
Hunters Point or does he care enough to drive his bull- 
dozer through every house and home on top of the Hill, 
with nothing to put in its place that the people can afford? 
What kind of man is that? Most of the people on the Hill 
don’t seem to know what kind of man he fs. 

We know that William Kellar is the Project Director 
for Urban Renewal in Hunters Point. Since 1949, Urban Re- 
newal has provided local redevelopment agencies with money 
and power from the federal government to take private 
property and to condemn slum neighborhoods. Kellar is in 
the process of condemning Hunters Point and taking private 
property, tearing down buildings and-re-selling the cleared 
land to private developers at a reduced price, In addition, 
he is responsible for relocating people who live in the slums 
into “decent”, safe, and sanitary housing. However, there 
is no decent low-cost housing for Negroes in San Francisco, 
Urban Renewal was intended to stimulate large-scale private 
rebuilding, add new tax revenues to the shrinking finances 
of the cities, revitalize downtown areas and halt the flight 
of middle class whites to the suburbs. It was not intended to 
provide decent low-cost housing for Negroes. 


' 


' How many housing units has redevelopment torn town? 
For every four houses the redevelopment program has torn 
down in this country, only one has been rebuilt. In 1962, 
the average monthly rental of Urban Renewal housing was 
$192,00. None of the slum dwellers who were removed 
from their homes have been able to afford to move back into 
the new houses and apartments. Negroes, because of their 
race and because of a lack of money have been forced to 
double up in other ghettos. Now, the Redevelopment Agency 
has followed them to Hunters Point in order to remove them: 
from the city altogether. There are few slums remaining 
in San Francisco, Western Addition A-1 has gone and the 
rest is going. South of Market has already been given to the 
Redevelopment Agency by the Board of Supervisors. The 
Mission is still fighting the Redevelopment Agency. So, 
where will all the Negroes go? They’ll be gone from San 
Francisco for sure. 

Almost two-thirds of the slum units which have been 
cleared away were occupied by Negroes, In Hunters Point 
almost all the units are occupied by Negroes. For them,

The November 18th issue of the San Francisco Chronicle 
noted that Eneas Kane, Executive Director of the San 
Francisco Housing Authority, had commented that the first 
public rent strike in San Francisco was a failure. Kane said 
that the payments from the Ridge Point were already over 
the $37,000 mark--which was $3,000 greater than last month 
(Oct. 18) at the same time. Kane made this statement at 
a gathering of architects, housing officials, and clergy; who 
came together to discuss ways and means to encourage 
development of more privately sponsored, low-cost dwellings. 

Now some people gave credence to Kane’s remarks by 
echoing his statements--‘that the rent strike was a failure.’ 
The Sun-Reporter carried an editorial bemoaning the failure 
of the rent strike, and contemplating the fate of the ‘poor’ 
people in Housing. The hard work of the organizers of the 
rent strike had been for nothing. 

However, let’s examine what Eneas Kane said a little 
closer. We had been victimized by one of the best ‘con’ 
games going. We had played into the hands of some of the 
biggest ‘con’ men--the press and the power structure. Kane 
made a statement, which he has no way substantiated; that 
is obvious to the people. The press printed this statement, 
which they have not asked Kane to substantiate; that was 
obvious to the people. But here is the pity of the whole thing, 
We, the people were supposed to accept Kane’s statement at 
face value, and throw up our hands, because Kane said the 
rent strike was a failure. 


But, let’s examine this ‘con’ game. When Kane made his 
statement that the rent strike had failed, he mentioned only 
Ridge Point. Now Kane must read the newspapers, and keep 
up with the other news media, and he surely knows that the 
rent strike is not confined to Ridge Point. He said nothing 
about the Western Addition, or Potrero Hill, or North Beach. 
First, when Kane addresses himself to whether the rent 
strike is a success or a failure, he must look at the whole 
city. Potrero Hill, for one, says the rent strike is a success, 
that they have collected less money in November than they 
did in October. 


I have said that Kane has not substantiated his state- 
ment in any way that is obvious. He has not invited in any 
representatives from the San Francisco Tenant Issue Council ' 
to look over the account books for October and November. 
If this was done, and it was proved that more money was taken 
in November than October, city wide, then I would say that 
Kane had the right to say -- ‘the rent strike is progressing 
slowly.’ 


So therefore, Kane is asking us to believe his statement 
at face value. Now this is the same man who has made many 
promises to tenant groups, which are documented and can be 
proved, that he has failed to keep. This is the man that the 
San Francisco Tenant Issue Council holds responsible for 
having failed to do his job. And now, Kane wants us to take 
his statement at face value. This, we will not do. 

We have to ‘beware’ of the ‘con’ games, Housing 
doesn’t want the people to realize that they are really hurting 
them where it counts--the pocketbook. They don’t want the 
tenants to organize and be able to assert REAL AND 
APPARENT POWER IN SOLVING THEIR OWN PROBLEMS, 


Urban Renewal means Negro removal. In many places like 


San Francisco, which sees itself as a tourist attraction, 
the intent is to remove all the poor people out of sight. 
Removal can be very sad for Negroes who have trouble 
finding new neighbors, new homes, friendly shopkeepers and 
Co-ops, such as the-one they own on Third and Paul Streets. 
If the housing goes, everything else the community now owns 
must also eventually go. 

Supposedly, the predominant type housing to be built in 
Hunters Point is moderate priced housing, This is housing 
for families of four who earn between $7,000 and $12,000 
a year. Less than 10 percent of the people on the Hill earn 
that much. More than 33 percent of the people earn less than 
$4,000 a year. The Housing Authority is supposed to lease 
decent, safe, sanitary and non-segregated housing for the 
people. However, the Housing Authority has not agreed 
to. do that. Furthermore, it is unwise to expect that the 
Housing Authority, the feudal slave-holders of public housing 
tenants, is going to lease or subsidize enough housing for 
the low-income people of Hunters Point. 


What kind of man is William Kellar, Project Director . 


for Justin Herman? We know that Justin Hermanis responsible 


for redeveloping the Western Addition and the Golden Gate-. 


way. He refused to allow meaningful participation of resi- 
dents in the Mission area and we know that he’s the man behind 
William Kellar. 4 

What is different about redevelopment in Hunters Point? 


There’s one thing and only one thing. William ‘‘kellum’” 


is a Negro; a member of the black race of mankind. Justin 
Herman has sent him to do a job on his brothers and sisters 
because a white man would need police protection to do the 
job that William Kellar is doing with a smile, 


‘OBSCENITY FOR SALE? If you have any tired old literary 
work that you might have considered having published, why 
not follow the new emerging formula: Spruce it up somewhat 
with some very spicy words, dialogue and passages. Then 
get a modest printing and leak a few copies to the police. 
Odds are that through their righteous efforts it will soon 
become another best seller..... 


MISGUIDED NEWS, the comments of acertain weekly on Turk 
have brought stern denials and replies from rent strikers, 
especially in Hunters Point, regarding an alleged ‘‘strike 
failure.” ‘‘They live over there and WE live over here; 
why don’t they come out here and ask us if they want to print 
something, instead of misguiding people with false news,” 
was the reply of one Hunters Point rent striker. Suppose 
some people just must stick to their strange ways of selling 
papers--being both sensational and provincial at the same 
time..... 


RACIAL INBALANCE, the ‘more knowable than thou’ atti- 
tude of the SF School officials concerning racial matters 
has taken another beating. This time over the lack of im- 
provement on racial inbalance and their hidden agenda type 
of de facto segregation. At least in Mississippi there has 
been a better racial balance change than here in the City 
that “knows how” (to segregate)..... 


ANOTHER ANGLE in the fight between tenants and the 
Housing Authority is the fact that not only are the codes of 
the temporary housing being broken minute by minute by 
their very existence, but most more permanent low-rent 
dwellings are also in the same boat. These nicer looking 
ghetto apartments were constructed under federal code, which 
is far from being up to local code standards, # would seem 
though that the local Housing Authority really cares little 
about this even if it is not their fault. Having more power 
than most tenants together, they have done little, if any- 
thing, to get these ancient federal rules changed..... 


ANTI-POVERTY CUTBACKS, the ‘more naphalm than bread’ 
attitude of the Power Elete in Washington (Johnson, the 
military, et al) has now led to cutbacks in the so-called war 
on poverty. This has been something like doing an abortion 
on a dying woman so as also to not allow her child to have 
a chance to live.....Some feel that anti-poverty should rather 
get at the makers of poverty, that is the establishment 
underlying philosophy of the great American ‘Way of Life’ 
rather than ‘“‘applying bandaids to problems that need major 
surgery’’.....

No, it wasn’t Johnson in regard to Viet Nam, In 
actuality it was Dr. Ley of Adolf Hitler’s wartime cabinet, 
regarding the justification and escalation of World War IL 
after the great initial civilian slaughter in Poland.....

A PROFESSIONAL’S COMMENTS ON THE PROBLEM 
OF PROFESSIONALS WORKING IN 
THE LOW-INCOME COMMUNITY

In carrying out the task of program planning and de- 
velopment, I proceed according to the steps of the “‘problem- 
solving’? process. That is, identification of problems and 
potential resources in order to eventually develop strategies 
for action. In order to assess certain target area problems, 
I began, according to routine, to formulate questions which 
would later become a part of a survey to be conducted in 
the area, 

However, in discussing target area problems with a 
community worker, I began to wonder whether or not the 
approach I planned to take was the most relevant approach. 
The community worker told about various social problems 
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That Fable” Called 


The time is short and our society is quickly running 
out of poor excuses for its present state, And in times like 
this when the obvious situation and climate demands social 
revolution, all we are given is the Great Society, A rela~ 
tively remote and purposely inconsequential happening that 
is neither a movement or even a sincere attempt at social 
change, If it were the real thing, such change would be able 
to free all men from deceptions they have been living by 
and thereby transform some of the basic moral philosophies 
of our has-been society, 

THE FETISHISM 

We are not just up against some neat slogan, although, 
in a superficial sense that is one aspect, But, contrary to 
some idological systems, the Great Society is void of the 
dignity of any systematic position (for this we may be 
thankful), 

Never-the-less, the forms of an ideology are present, 
The Great Society is in reality an improvisation of yester= 
day’s ideals which have their beginning during the last few 
centuries, To be more specific, these are ideals that have 
germinated from a philosophy of white, privileged and protes- 
tant classes that have been culturally the dominating factor 
for so long that they affect us all, And ironically it is not 
clear that those who originated them and preached them or 
their present spokesmen really believe those ideals or to 
any degree practice them, In their acute form, these ideals 
are guarded and expounded by our best and most sophis- 
ticated fanatics as objects of irrational reverence, 

These primitive Western and American fetishes are, 
that individual enterprise in most adventures--such as the ac» 
quisition of ‘personal’ property, the achievement of social 
status, or to a position of political power--is always mor« 
ally right when the objective sought is infact attained, Es= 
pecially, it historically seems, at the great expense to the 
rights of minorities--as the American Indian, the Afro- 
American and so on--who have yet to share inthe great 
‘‘American Dream,” This ideal just doesn’t have a fol- 

lowing, it is dictated as part of THE way of life, And then 
there was the beginnings of the industrial revolution-- 
with its child labor, sweat shops and early union conflicts-- 
which seem to defy the ideal of an individual initiative, It 
seemed that the odds against any such initiative were so 
formitable that any such accomplishment was viewed as 
being ordained by God, The ‘great John D, Rockefeller,’ 
most historians will agree obtained his early fortune in 
something less than an honest manner, to put it mildly, 
But John D, is only quoted as saying: «God gave it to me.’’ 

This ideal therefore, of extreme individualism, has been 
so ingrained into our tradition that such initiative now covers 
and also allegedly justifies not only authentic ingenuity, 
audacity and hard work, but also inheritance, luck, and on 
more often occasion, a bit of larceny. And so that one 
generic doctrine survives as one of our fetishes: ‘God 
helps those who help themselves,’ and ‘‘nothing succeeds 
like success.’’ So, if a man does prevail it is because he is 
righteous, Even as a righteous crook or bigot. One good 
example is a church in Southern California, One of the prom- 
inent members was caught in a price fixing scandal and 
Slated to be sent to federal prison for a couple of years, 
along with other big company executives, One week before 
his sentence was to start his church gave him a going away 
party. This would not in itself have been bad had not the 
chureh council (with him as a member) voted censure on 
one member who was referred to as «a felon with a rec- 
ord,?? . 

This grand notion then has evolved through elaborate 


ex=COMMUN ITY WORKER din incl nde ee he EES 
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in his area and about various problems related to his job. 
He complained, ‘‘I hope we never have to take another survey. 
I’m sick of giving surveys and the people in the community 
are sick of answering questions.’”? He went on to explain 
how people have become apathetic and suspicious. When they 
are approached by community workers, they are often un- 
cooperative or don’t want to be bothered. This conversa- 
tion led me to broaden my assessment of the community 
situation. I had not previously considered the feelings 
residents and staff had toward taking and giving surveys. 
I had overlooked this important factor in my initial assess- 
ment of the situation, ' : 

Residents had been surveyed and surveyed. Surveys had 
been conducted by the University of California, the Re- 
development Agency, the EOC and other organizations. The 
surveyors always promised that the survey was the first 
step toward action to solve their problems, but action never 
resulted and the people felt that the survey was all just part 
of a game, 


Who does benefit from surveys? The surveys probably 
resulted in benefits for the surveyors but not in benefits 
for the people in the neighborhood, Based on surveys, the 
agency gets more money for further study. The surveyor 
receives fame from the articles written on experiences 
with residents. The EOC gets legitimation in the eyes of 
professionals and universities by using the survey to show 
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The'Great Society’ 


extensions, to minimize or excuse the most startling ag- 
gressions of nations, corporations, unions, universities, and 


other immense institutional powers, against, paradoxically, 
individuals, 


The adornment of this idea of righteous enterprise now 
molds a part of the ultimate destiny of our nation, Not merely 
in the disposition of great institutional principalities or with 
the fortunes of selected individuals, The lie is that Amer-~ 
ican success and power in all its phases have gained their 
present enormity in the universe because of the virtue of 
this ‘American way’ and ‘goal in life,’ 


Therefore, if America wars, it is to secure ‘peace,’ 
and never for any ideal of conquest or aggrandizement, In 
all such conflicts with the aspirations and dreams of other 
peoples, only America, it seems, must win because only 
its use of brutal, ugly and fetish power is in reality some- 
how gratuitous and benevolent. This nationalistic attitude is 
reminiscent of the attitude of the racial bigot who refuses 
to recognize others as being human beings, With America 
it is the case of refusing to respect or really recognize any 
-nation’s sovergnity, 


In such a world God governs with the United States as 
His favorite companion, Such a relationship is expounded 


-through various campaigners to make sure ‘In God We 


Turst” is almost everywhere and now attempts to shove 
Bibles at every school child, It is a strange and at times 
an almost, it seems, masochastic relationship between two 
perverts, 


LAND OF THE FRAUD AND HOME OF THE NAIVE 

On initial glance, to most of us, the Great Society is 
unfortunately so alluring that one would like to believe in 
it and even go as far as commiting oneself to it, It seems 
somewhat more sensible and sound than the so-called Free 
Society of Goldwater or the Creative one of Reagan, both of 
which are conceived in a naive and neurotic nostalgia for the 
last century. And both so pathetically apprehensive about 
the most critical issues of our times, Both are in fact 
more visionary, despite the fact that the past cannot be 
restored (please don’t let such news leak out, lest we con- 
tribute to the suicide rate), By contrast most of the schemes 
proposed and initiated under the excuse of the Great Society. 
do purport to speak to contemporary problems and are some- 
what oriented toward some concern for tomorrow. 


But in actuality the Great Society is found to be a very 
reactionary and retarding influence in society and in the 
world, A majority of the inherent ideals of American life 
are both false and practically inappropriate for what is being 
attempted, 


What is most objectionable is that it is far too modest 
and much too conservative. And no one truly believes in its 
so-called objectives or its ideals, It clings to social ethics 
long after those ethics should have been exércised, Rather 
than moving too quickly, it moves almost not at all, and on 
several fronts, it is outdistanced by events arising from the 
very circumstances with which it purposes to deal, 

In other words, it emerges as a relatively absurd and 
inconsequential happening, Only, at best, acting out the re- 
sponsibilities of other institutions and movements of Amer- 
ica, coopting their role, but making sure as not to rock 
the boat, 

In essence it is to the little man only contrived nothing- 
ness, 


that its program is based on “‘scientific?? methods. 

Although some action may have been hoped for the 
people--a new home, an end to delinquency, or better EOC 
services--this is rarely, if ever, the result. Besides, the 
chance is slight that a study will lead to action, Between the 
stages of the initial study and the eventual action, many 
factors come into play. Often it is impossible to predict 
these factors and the resultant action, if any, may be far 
from the original goal. For example, a recent management 
study conducted by the EOC to help it do a better job, is now 
useless since the present structure of the EOC is forced 
to change as a result of Congressional cut-backs. Thus, the 
EOC may find that it is not in a financial position to do a 
job at all. 

The fact of the matter is that poor people do not get new 
homes because a study shows that housing is needed, If it 
is possible for the community to help poor people to improve 
their housing conditions (and so far urban renewal has proven 


that the community cannot help poor people improve their 
housing condition) they must improve their condition by organ- 
izing and exerting pressure and power. Regardless of how 
much information results from a management study of the 
EOC, the EOC is not going to be able to do a good job until 
it is clear on its purpose, and until it has a stable source 
of funding, Regardless of surveys, who gets what action is 


' based on who has what political power, prestige and authority.

“They are unreasonable, I will agree to that, They see 
prejudice everywhere except in their own hearts, the place 
where it is so very strong, :

Alice Griffith, and Sunnydale areas, We look to it for gui- 
dance and information. even when we use another physical 
‘plant, Of course, we use the War on Poverty office for the 
same purpose, but we do not expect that to be a permanent 
agency-=do you? We expect the Bayview Community Center 
to be the permanent agency, supported by voluntary con- 
tribution rather than by taxes, 

“T understand a new library is planned for the area 
also, With this addition, and a bright, improved Commun- 
ity Center, perhaps we can include the people in the pretty 
homes in the Silver Terrace, Bret Harte, and Portola dis- 
tricts in the areas served, thereby integrating people of 
different social strata to the mutual benefit of ‘each, Of 
course, many of these people, too, already use the center, 
even in its run-down and financially frantic condition,

People get their power from their control of decisions 
in their own community, by being able to say what they’re 
going to do and what they are not going to do; what they want 
and what they do not want. That is, of course, the way it 
should be! 

Let’s face it, we already have information and date on 
the social and economic problems of the target area. The 
people haven’t got enough money, the schools are inferior, 
housing is inadequate, public “facilities and services are 
lacking, racial discrimination and police brutality are facts 
of life, and so forth. i 

The problem we sometimes overlook is that people don’t 
trust agencies. People have wishes and desires which are 
by-passed by those in power. Little action to substantially 
improve conditions has resulted from previous professional 
endeavors. People have learned that they must fight for 
what they get, etc. 

A fellow professional working with a target area group 
was in the office the other day and said that ‘‘first we must 
find out where we are in order to know where we are 
‘going.’? He mentioned that he is being criticized by the com- 
munity group which wants to see a ‘finished product’, 
The community group, he said, can’t figure out what he’s 
doing because they don’t understand that certain information 
must be gathered first and certain basic steps are necessary 
in order to achieve a goal. The implication was that he is 
disregarding community criticism and is proceeding accord- 
ing to the ‘‘NECESSARY steps.’ This professional, I am 
certain, would deny that he is imposing his approach on the 
community and that he lacks respect for the wishes of the 
community. This professional did not know that he could 
contact key people in the community in order to get an 
assessment of where they really are and he could proceed 
‘to the next step, while continuing to gather information. 
Using a more dynamic approach, assessment could be 
viewed as a CONTINUOUS part of the process along with 
continuous evaluation and action. 

One could not disagree that certain steps are neces- 
sary and that effective problem-solving involves a process. 
However, often the professional rigidly interprets the meaning 
of that process, ALL STEPS IN THE PROBLEM SOLVING 
PROCESS ARE INTERRELATED AND ONE MUST BE GUIDED 
BY THE FLEXIBILITY OF THE COMMUNITY SITUATION, 
RATHER THAN BY THE RIGIDITY OF THE PROBLEM- 
SOLVING METHOD. The mistake the professional often makes 
is at the very beginning, in incorrectly assessing ‘‘where 
we are.” One cannot just disregard community criticism 
because that too is a part of ‘‘where we are.” The practical 
community situation surrounding the problem has many im- 
portant dimensions. This, along with a consideration of 
what the community wants to do and what it is willing to do’ 
will help make the method meaningful and relevant to the 
‘unique situation of the community. 4

Predjudice Dispute 


Claims by conservatives that civil rights groups and 
Black Power advocates practice so-called reverse prejudice 
has been soundly refuted by UC professor Dr. Gary T, Marx. 
His findings are rather that ‘‘Negro activists are the least 
likely to expresss strong anti-white feelings.” 

But on the other hand, Negroes with conservative views 
or apathetic on civil rights are ‘far more likely to regard 
all whites with dislike or outright hatred,’’ 

Therefore, the result of the nation-wide survey has 
reached ‘the ironic conclusion that in order to decrease 
generalized hostility toward whites among Negroes, one might 
work to increase Negro militancy.’’ 

In general he feels also, according to his survey, that 
Negroes in the majority do not practice forms of prejudice 
equally common with the white middle class, ‘possibly 
because of a generally more tolerant world view related to 


their greater sophistication,”?

Accomplishments » 


At a recent meeting of the Hunters Point Tenant Union, 
some of the present and on going accomplishments as a 
result of the Rent Strike have been mentioned, 

In the Housing Authority’s application for funds, 3.2 
million, the original application has been amended to include 
funds from the government for Hunters Point, based almost 
specifically on the demands of the strikers, 

Out of the twenty-two demands, the Housing Authority has 
met afew. Most important being the rule allowing minors in 
the family to be excluded from the total family income, for 
rent purposes, 

Another important fact is the City concession that they 
will not be a party to any evictions in connection with the rent 
strike, 

And an important move of truth that there have been in 
the past, negligence on the part of the Housing Authority prior 
to the change in administration (to Kane) in the handling of 
funds, This was admitted by both the Mayor and Kane before 
a conference recently on housing problems sponsored by the 
Conference on Religion and Race in conjunction with the AIA, 

The City and other officials have also confirmed that the 
temporary housing does not meet any of the building codes 
and that the City has some obligation to help in this matter, 
What help though is still unknown, if any, In this regard, 
Assemblyman John Burton is now busy working on this matter 
as well as giving all the assistance his office can, 

And most recently, the Hunters Point Tenant Union has 
received the full backing of the Episcopal Church in this area, 
PURPOSES

Dear Mrs, Williams, 
Some time ago you wrote that birth control-is one of the 
important weapons we have in the fight against poverty, Just 


what do you mean? This subject of poverty is one big worry. 


Dan 
Dear Dan, 

You will agree, I’m sure, that we need to have many 
things working for us before we can reverse our situation 
here at Hunters Point. Jobs, the great need for the kind that 
are permanent, is probably what youthink offirst, This prob- 
lem is not within the scope of this column or of the Planned 
Parenthood Education Project, But birth control can be of 
tremendous value to any family in meeting its wish to live a 
richer life and to provide more for its children, 

Let’s tell a tale of two families to illustrate what I mean: 
Family A and Family B with the same amount of dollars to 
spend every month, 

Family A has two children, born two and one half years 
apart, They are, except for colds and skinned knees, healthy 
and have good appetites. Each week the family buys two gal- 
lons of milk, a dozen eggs, freshfruitand vegetables and they 
jhave meat several times a week, too, The parents work hard, 
but there’s time evenings to help the youngsters with home- 
work and once in a while there’s a treat, a picnic or the 
movies, The children outgrow their shoes everyfew months, 
but with careful planning there is alittle sum left every month 
for the savings account, This family has a chance for a good 
future, 

Family B unfortunately never heard about birth control 
until last week. Mrs. B has had her seven children in eight 
years and although she loves them all she told the nurse at 
Planned Parenthood clinic on LaSalle Street that she wished 
She had known of family planning ‘seven babies ago,’ She 
knows now that her own body didnot fully get back its strength 
between pregnancies and that the babies suffered weaknesses 
too by being spaced so closely together. Mr. B works hard 
and is constantly worried, This family can’t give each child 
as much milk, meat, fruit, etc. as each should have. The 
budget doesn’t stretch that far. Now while the children are 
quite little they manage to wear each others shoes and pants 
and sweaters, But as the children start to go to school the 
problem will be more serious, This family will be burdened 
with poverty for many years because they did not have the 
weapon of birth control to help the fight against poverty when 
they needed it most,

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“The Cool Spectator

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THE DILEMMA OF “‘WANT TO WORK”? MOTHERS 

It appears that I am again faced with some inconsis- 
tencies of the “system.’? My area of concern {s still cen- 
tered around just how far the ‘‘big daddies” of our city are 
willing to go to help us poor folk solve our problems. 

A few months ago there was an article in the Chronicle 
holding up as an example, the Pilot Project for Women, in 
the Sunnydale Area, that allowed them to go through a work 
study program organized to train them to operate key-punch 
machines, as well as typing instructions. OK! ... FINE! 
This typing program would last for 90 days, then the ladies 
would begin to prepare themselves for a civil service 
exam. You get the picture. 

Well, now their testing time is drawing near and many 
of the ladies anticipate no problem in passing their exams. 
It has taken a lot of nights and a lot of practice to prepare 
themselves, plus a lot of moral support from a real hard 
worker, Izola Frierson, the Community Organizer, and her 
staff. What these ladies will experience, is an old chronic 
problem: good babysitting service. 

This is where I see the various agencies coming to the 
aid of these women. If we stop and think a moment, we are 
constantly being told that we are not ‘‘well-motivated,” 


‘or you might-hear, “Oh, they all like being on welfare.” 


Well, here is a good example of women wanting to get out 
on their own but with absolutely no help from our well 
funded agencies. 

Lets’ ask ourselves: why isn’t there a better child- 
care center in all areas who face this same problem? Why 
hasn’t the Department of Education or Social Services come 
up with some plan to provide much needed services for 
these ladies? It stands to reason, if you can’t find adequate 
baby-sitting, you just can’t work. No mother wants to go to 
work and leave her child with the highest ‘‘bidder.”’ A child 
care center provides an all around healthy and professional 
atmosphere and that is what we need. 

Again, let me remind the reader that this is not an 
isolated problem, many of us will or have experience this 
same situation. 


WHAT NOW, BABY 


Get ready to kiss the rich anglo uncle goodbye, friends. 
He has suddenly discovered that his foreign relatives, some 
of whom he has never seen, never will see--and never cares 
to see--need him more! 

There is a child, in a small Asian village, who’s 
cries of hunger are louder than the cries of a child in an 
American ghetto.
